The volume of highway production is 
influenced considerably by changes m 
material and labor, according to the 
bureau of public roads of the United 
States Department of igriculture, in 
a bulletin received here. These vary 
not only in the United States as a 
whole but between sections of the 
country. 
The price of common labor rose 
from 20 cents ah hour in 1915 to 36 
cents an hour in 1918, and 49 cents in 
1920. It then dropped to 36 cents in 
1921 and to 32 cents in 1922. It start­ 
ed on an upward trend then, and was 
10 cents to 1923. 
In the East South Central states iij 
1915, labor was 12 cents an hour, the 
bulletin shows. In New Ehgland, com­ 
mon laborers wcro drawing 20 cents 
an hour, and in the Pacific and Moun­ 
tain states, it was 26 cents. A steady 
upward trífrd was noted from that 
time, until in 1920, the-wage was 32 
tents in East Softth Central 49 cents 
in New England and from 55 to 60 
.rnnts in the Pacific and Mountain re­ 
gion. 
• 
In 1922 wages were: East South Cen­ 
tral, 20 cents; New England, 39 cents, 
and Pacific, 48 cents. Rising 
again j 
slightly for 1923, the scale was: E%stJ 
South Central 22 •.•ents; New England 
51 cents and Pacific 64 cents. 
A similar range of prices of roadj 
building materials is noted for 
'he 
same period. In 1920, lumber 
was 
about 150 per cent above the 
1915 
level, steel more than 100 per cent, an 
ment* about 100 per cent higher. From 
this high point all materials dropped 
until 1922, tho report points out.
